In his laboratory, Doctor Who finally succeeds in makiug oe new 
dematerialisation circuit for his Tardis, Now at last he hopes 
to get the Talis working again.

Jo and the Doctor arrive on an alien, though Barth type planet, in 
the year 3000, There, they encounter the Colonists, a band of 
hard-working pioneer types who have clubbed together and bought 

an old space-ship and left an overcrowded Earth in order to start 
anew life on this alien world, But already the Colonists are in ~ 
difficulties For no apparent reason, their crops refuse to grow, 
and their outlying farms are ravaged by attecks from mysterious 
gient lizards, 


Soon the Doctor and Jo become involved in the struggle between the 
Colonists and the mineralogists of the Interplanetary Mining Corporation 
= the IMC ~ who want to mine the planet for its rich mineral deposits, 

a process which will leave it gutted and useless for human habitation, 


The Doctor finds himself stranded on tne planet when his Tardis is 
stolen py the Primitives, the savage descendants of = now vanished 
super race whose only trace is 6 ruined city, near the Colonists 
settlement. 


(Mheo Deviult Uircuvers thet the giant lizard attacks are being faked 
by the IMC to frighten off the Colonists. He prepares to presen 

nis evidence to the Adjudicetor, a top government official from Earth, 

who has been sent for to resolve the dispute. But whenthe Ad judicatcr 

acne Le proves to be none other than the Doctor's old enemy, the 
aster. 


The Doctor tries to discover the reason for the Master's presence on 
this perticular planet. Eventually he learns that burieé beneath the 
apparently ruined city, is an immensely powerful weapon - the Doomsday 
Machine, a weapon so powerful that it can blast whole plmets from 
existence, The weapon is maintained by the Alien Priests, a bestial 
non-human race, whose service of the machine has degenerated into a 
religious ritual, 


The Doctor and du struggle to prevent IMC men from driving the 
Colonists from the Planet and to stop the Master from gaining control 
of the galaxy, eventually becoming the ruler, They receive unexpected 
help from the Guardian, a super being, who is the sole survivor of the 
vanished alien race, 


The Doctor helps the Colonists to defeat the IMC men and in a final 
confrontation convinces the Guardian that the weapon must never be 
used, The Guardian sets the weapon to self destruction, Jo and the 
Doctor barely manage to escape with their lives, They merge from the 
city with the Master only to find themselves pris ners of the IMU 
men, Th re is a final struggle in which the Colonists are victorious 
The Master makes his escape in tho confusion,
